The hail streak roported before js 
not as bad as it might have been. 
Another freak of a hail storm bom- 
barded with icy shrapnel a few farms 
in an area about three square miles, 
with a casualty claimed of only 20 per 
cent. and all insured, hence already 
sold for cash. 

The live stock are thriving in the 
pastures with no worry for winter, 
because the farmers are all busy mak- 
ing hay in the sunshine. 

Farm Help in Demand. 

Farm help is already in demand for 
haying, and the demand will increase 
as the harvest approaches. . Wages 
are going from $35 to $50 northwest 
of city, and as high as $50 and $60 
has been offered by the employment 
agencies for men to go and work on 
the farms to the southeast of the city. 
Wages for farm help are reported to 
be from $5 to $10 per month higher 
than they were at this time last year, 

The enlistment of so many men has 
affected the supply of farm help, but 
in return the leave of absence that 
may be granted the soldiers, and the 
employment of the returned soldiers 
who are physically fit for farm wor 
will greatly help out the situation and 
help save the harvest. The shortage 
of men may mean delay tn threshing 
and in the marketing of crop. 

Railroads Reduce Fares. . 

A feature that will now help out 
the farm help problem is the reduced 
railway fare of one cent per mile, 
available for those farm laborers who 
can produce credentfals from a farmér 
or an employment agent. that they are 
travolling to go on farm work, This 
vate has a minimum of $1.55, and 
practically applies fur only over a 50- 
mile journey to a job, 

Some of the farmers are already 
preparing for harvest by hiring their 
men now so as to have them when 
needed,

FOR ANY HELP 


Patriotic Fund Will Continue To 
Be Raised by Voluntary 
Subscription 


OTTAWA, July 31.—According to 
a statement issued today at the nead 
office of the Canadian Patriotic Fund, 
there is no intention to ask the Do- 
minion government for subscriptions 
in any way for the fund, It is further 
stated that while taxation has been 
discussed, no intention has ever been 
oxpressed of appestng to the federal 
government, which it is claimed has 
its hinds full now in financing the 
many manifestations of the war as it 
applies to Canada, What the proy- 
inces or municipalities may do is an- 
other matter, 

“There have recently been two con- 
ferences in Canada of Patriotic funda 
officials,” the statement says, “one in 
Toronto, for eastern Canada, and one 
in Regina, for western Canada. At 
beth, the concensus of opinion was 
easily in favor of a continuation of 
the voluntary system for increasing 
the resources of the patriotic fund. 
It was felt, however, that municipal 
taxation might be employed to a 
sreater extent than hitherto to supple- 
ment the results of voluntary cam- 
paigns, It is probable also that one 


or two of the provincial governments’ 


will in i917 make subscriptions. In 


jfact, New Brunswick and Saskatche- 


wan have already decided ‘to impore 
taxation which will meet any deficit 
that exists after voluntary campaigns 
have been taken up in these two prov- 
inces, 

“At the Toronto conference Hon. 
T. W. McGarry, provincial treasurer, 
assured the fund delegates that the 
Ontario government was prepared to 
do ite share If called upon, But there 
is no Intention, nor has there ever 
becn, of asking the Dominion govern- 
taent for ald,’ :

SETTLEMENT OF 
IRISH PROBLEM 


Nationalists Have — 
~ drawn From Association 
With Coalition Govt. 


OBJECTION TO DUKE 


Appointment of New Irish 
Secretary Said to be Cause 
Of New Trouble 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 
LONDON, July 31.—The debate in 
the House of Commons today on John 
Dillon’s motion, urging the govern- 
ment to disclose its plan for the gov- 
ernment of Ireland during the war, 
seems to have left tke prospect of an 
amicable settlement of the Irish 
establishment as distant as before, 

Premier Asquith made a_ short 
speech, but he had iittle to announce 
tending to appease Nationalist sus- 
ceptibility, for, although he express- 
ed the conviction that a permanent 
settloment will be reached sooner than 
many persong imagined, John Red- 
mond, Nationalist leader, made it 
clear that his party was dissatisfied, 
and would henceforth consider itself 
absolved from association with the 
coalition government and free to 
criticize and oppose it independently 
in any circumstance, 

The main ground for his objections 
to the government's plan for an inter- 
government was that it would be in the 
hands of the new secretary for Ireland 
Henry Edward Duke, and the attorney 
general, Sir Frederick BK. Smith, both 
Unionists; that fact showed that it 
was a revival of castle government. 

Mr. Redmond, in the course of his 
speech, made much of the agreement 
between Sir Edward Carson and him- 
self. He said he did not think it to 
be worth Sir Edward Carson's while 
to seck to vary the terms of the agree- 
ment, Mr. Redmond: added that the 
position of the Nationalist party was 
that in the midst of a great war it 
was impossible seriously to consider a 
permanent settlement of the questions. 
They had agreed to every word of the 
written contract, which was accepted 
by their followers as a temporary 
measure. He had objected to the 
formation of a coalition government at 
first, but what they were now getting 
was a pure Unionist government in 
Ireland. He did not care how able or 
broad-minded such government might 
be, he objected to it altogether. It 
would cause the most widespread dis- 
satisfaction in Ireland, and instead of 
allaying the present unrest would 
tend in the opposite direction, 

Joseph Deviin said he hoped that 
the next time he marched with the 
Nationalists through ‘the = division 
lobby it would be for the purpose of 
turning out the coalition government. 
He warned the government not to kill 
the movement for Home Rule, and 
charged the premier with cowardice 
in turning over to Mr. Lioyd George 
the attempt to reach a settlement, 

Mr. Devlin said he could never agree 
to a reduction of representatives in 
Westminster until a permanent set- 
tlement was reached. He had never 
heard a more “idiotic proposition 
than the one put forward by Mr. 
Asquith, and he suggested to Sir 
Edward Carson that what the state- 
ment failed to settle Ireland might 
settle for themselves, 


REGINA PIONEERS DEAD. 


REGINA, July 31.—Two_ pioneer 
residents of Regina, Adam Ross and 
Chas, McCuster died today. Mr. Ross, 
who was civic foreman, dropped dead 
at his home a@ the noon hour. Mrs. 
Ross pre-deceased him by about six 
months. Both were among the earl- 
jest members of Knox Church, and 
Mr. Ross the oldest elder, 

Chas. McCusker was one of the 
ploneer settlers of the Regina district, 
a councillor in the town days, and ex- 
member of the separate achbol board.

EXPLOSION CAUSED 
‘BY GERMAN AGENTS 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

CHICAGO, July 81,—The Uni- 
ted States government was warn- 
ed before the explosion yesterday 
on Black Tom peninsula, New 
Jersey City, that a plot was on 
foot to destroy all war supplies 
in this country destined for the 
allies, according to a Washington 
despatch to the Chicago Herald 
today. 

This report, which is declared 
to be made on good authority, 
aays that the Washington authori- 
tes were told by their informant 
that Germany was the source of 
the plot. 

The Imperial government, it 
was declared, employed agents 
specifically to blow up all stores 
of shipments of ammunition/ in- 
tended for the allied govern@ents 
wherever found and at whatever 
risk to life and property,

Officers of 
the city police force, penitentiary 
guards, and of the R.N.W.M.P., scor- 
ed the city and district yesterday 
afternoon and evening, but without 
success, 

Just how the man got away from 
the guards has not yet been estab- 
Ushed, but as in several previous cases 
the run was attempted during the 
hours when some of the less danger- 
ous characters are allowed to work 
outside of the walls of the prison. 

Police in the cities and towns of Al- 


berta, Saskatchewan and British 
Columbia have been notified and given 
a description of the escaped convict. 

Jedlonski is described as being 21 


years of uge, 147 Iba, tn weight, height 
6 feet 7 inches, complexion dark, 
brown eyes, medium dark hair, and 
having scars on the middle and ring 
fingers of the right hand. He was 
sentenced by Judge Crawford for 
theft and housebreaking.

Death List in Awful New Ontario 
Holocaust Has Now Reached 272 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

HAILEYBURY, Ont., July 31 — 
With latest reports frum the fire 
swept area in Northern Ontario the 
toil levied by the flames is placed at 
272, made up as follows: 

Nushka, 101; Monteith, 63; Ra- 
more, 14; Kelso, 2; Iroquois Falls, 12; 
Matheson, 60; Coshrane, 20. 

It is possPble the list may be further 
augmented when later reports come in 
from putlying farms and settlements, 

A stalled freight train at Matheson, 
where only three houses were left 
standing, was instruinental In saving 
the lives of many of the inhabitants, 
When hope of saving the town had 
been abandoned a number of women 
and children were placed in the box 
cars, and the train was headed south, 
through walls of fire and over a track 
of twisted rails and burning ties, Dur- 
ing the run south two cars were burn- 
ed and the ocevypants had to be trans- 


ferred, 
Suffocated By Smoke. 

In the neighborhood of Matheson 
settlers had a terrible experience, 

At numerous places the French-Ca- 
nadian settlement on the north of 
Matheson, the residents had a chance 
to escape on a train, but were confi- 
dent that they could save their homes, 
and declined the opportunity, Shortly 
afterwards the flames, fanned by a 


strong wind, swept down on the vil- 
lage, and over fifty of the residents 
sought refuge in a rock cut near the 
village. Suffocated by the vast vol- 
ume of smoke, their bodies were later 
recovered, ‘ 

Edward Alfred, a prospector, who 
had been walking about 20 miles up 
the Abitibi river with eight compani- 
ons, lay for many hours in the water 
waiting for the flames to pass, and 
finally made his way to Matheson by 
canoe, 

Outside of Matheson, in one root- 
house, 16 persons were suffocated, On 
the Fromm farm, 25 persons sought 
refuge, but were held in by a wall of 
flame, and all perished, 

William Fairbairn, a prospector, 
who rendered material assistance in 
saving life, describes the fire as a 
“living wall of flame,” which swept 
down on Matheson at the rate of 60 
miles an hour, It, was outside dis- 
tricts that the great loss of life oc- 


curred, 
Real Horolam, 


A number of stories of youthful 
horoism are recorded. One girl 16 
years of age, carried her baby broth- 
er for a congiderable distance, and 
finally succumbed, her legs charred to 
the knees, One of the search parties 
near Matheson discovered a nine- 


year-old girl, Ettie McCallum, guard- 
ing two babies she had saved, She 
was badly burned, but uttered no 
complaint, and is now in New 
keard hospital, with good chance of 
recovery, 

Nearly all the survivors are utterly 
destitute, yet nearly all were cheerful 
as they were brought out by rescue 
trains, W. Leach, a settler from just 
outside Matheson, who two'days ago 
had a fine farm and stock, had not 
even a pair of shoes when he reach- 
ed New Liskeard, | He rushed into the 
lake just in time to escape a wave of 
fire which struck acro his path, 
He and all his farm hands sat en a 
raft and threw blankets soaked in wa- 
ter over their heads, 

At Painkiller, the foreman at Cart- 
wright Mine, also saved all his men. 
Four of them sat out in a boat, but 
the waves were so high it was thrown 
over before they were forty feet from 
the shore. They clung to the boat and 
held on, although it -was an hour be- 
fore they touched bottom again. 

Duncen Graham, who is seriously 
burned about the hands and face, plac- 
ed his wife and children in a trench, 
covered them with nkets and kept 
the blanketa wet until the fierce fire 
swept over, His clothes were almost 
burned from his body, He Is now in 
the hospital at New Liskeard.

“If we had gainéd less ground, if 
wo had not in conjunction with the 
French inflicted heavier lossew on the 
enemy than our own, and had not 
given a vital blow to his morale, our 
oftensive would have been worth whilo 
vor its benefit to our morale. Our men 
ask only to keep on attacking. They 
feel that they have taken the measure 
vf the Germans. 

Losses Severe. 

“In relating to our own losses, they 
have been severe in the instance of 
several units, whose steadiness ir the 
{ace of a mos: galling fire has insured 
teliance on the otheys under a similar 
test. I may say that. the total for 
the month of July to date, in the nildst 
of a continuo offensive has been less 
than five times the total in June, when 
we were in our trenches, 

“But you have been able to see theso 
things for yourself as a correspond: 
ent. Your pass will take you mto 
the front line at Poxzieres or Delville 
wood, to any headquarters from that 
of a battalion to that of any army, or 
wherever you please."’ 

Sir Douglas Haig referred to the 
character of the German army and 
the British army as revealed by the 
fighting of the last four weeks,

“The British soldier, as thinking for 
himself, recognized the stubborn task 
before him, but the German, docile in 
his obedience and taking his superi- 
or’s word without question, was led to 
believe that the offensive of our new 
army which was not taught by their 
kind of discipline and was thorough 
enough, could not be formidable, 
When we followed the breach in their’ 
first line with a breach in their sec- 
ond line, the shock of our success, way 
accordingly the greater to their minds, 
For the fitat time German offensives 
who were taken admitted that Ger- 
many was beaten, One of them, who 
was on his way to England and hail 
glimpses of our resource camps in 
Wrance, said that he had been told

Finally in expressing the situation, 
Sir Douglas indulged in a Scottish 
phrase, “Facts are chiels that winna 
ding,” and continued: “The third year 
of the war will be the allies year, No 
less than France, now that we are 
ready, we shall give all the @trength 
there fs in us to drive the invader 
from here, and that of Belgium, 

England will not achieve her full 
strength on land,“however, until next 
summer?

ance with the Alberta Liquor Act 
it is in order to quote the terms of 
the Act bearing upon the point. 
Section 55 reads as follows: 

“The fact of any person not being 

a vendor keeping up any sign, writ- 

ing, printing or other mark in or 

near his house or premises 
so as to induce a reasonable ‘belief 
that liquor may be lawfully pur- 
chased in such house or premises 
shall be deemed prima 
facie evidence of the unlawful sale 
and keeping for sale and having and 
keeping of liquor by such person.” 

If the English language means 
anything this section of the Act 
was framed for the express pur- 
pose of preventing exactly such 
business as is mentioned from be- 
ing carried on, Kither the 
Liquor Act means what it says or 
it does not. The authorities 
charged with its enforcement are 
expected to take the usual mea- 
sures to have its foree and mean- 
ing defined.

Please tell me if there is a law pre- 
venting a person pasturing cattle and 
horses on unoccupied land or Indian 
reserves? Is there a limit to the 
number of head of stock a farmer can 
own and pasture on the above stated

There {s no law permitting a person 
to pasture cattle on unoccupied land 
or Indian reserves, but under the pro- 
visions of the Fence Ordinance, the 
owner of the cattle is not liable for 
any damage that the cattle may do 
unless there is a lawful fence. In the 
result, therefore, although the cattle 
are trespassing, it would not appear 
that the owner of the land could re- 
cover any damages for the trespass of 
unfenced lands, There is, of course, 
no limit to the number of cattle which 
may be allowed to run at large,

AN APPRECIATION 
Editor, Bulletin. 

Sir,—Permit me to convey to you 
my appreciation of your efforts on 
behalf of Liberalism, as evidenced by 
your opposition to the tariff legisla- 
tion passed at the last session of par- 
liament by the Tory government, I 
feel that your attitude on this ques- 
tion should commend itself to the 
approval of every citizen wh 
in the future prosperity of this 
western country.and the happiness 
and contentment of its people, for as- 
suredly this result can only be achiev- 
ed by the triumph of.the principles 
ndvocated by you. Underlying your 
position and clearly, exemplified by it, 
lies the basic idea that constitutes the 
distinction between Liberalism and 
Toryism. Whereas Liberalism legis- 
lates for the masses, the great body 
of the people, Toryism  legislates for 
the classes, special interests and 
privileges. J refer particularly to that 
item of tariff legislation, inereasing 
the duty on apples. In itself perhaps 
this is a small matter, but it raises an 
issue cf vital importance and at the 
same time illustrates the vicious prin- 
ciple that permeates the issue. The 
biggest domestic political question 
that presents itself for solution to the 
people of this country is the tariff. 
The greatest danger that threatens 
the progress and advancement of 
western Canada, is contained in a pro- 
per answer to the question, shall a 
government be permitted to remain in 
power at Ottawa that is ready to com- 
mit into the hands of special interests 
and favored manufacturers the power 
to tax Canadians to death, the power 
to invade every home in this Do- 
minion and under the guise of a 
tariff, levy tribute on the inhabitants 
thereof? All tariffs on whatever 
ground they are first proposed and 
defended, have as their ultimate ob- 
Ject the prohibition of imports, the 
corralling of an exclusive market, the 
creation of a monopoly, the restric- 
tion of output and finally the bleeding 
of the consumer, the extent of the 
bleeding depending on the ability of 
the interest to influence legislation 
and demand protection, The duty on 
apples exemplifies the case. This duty 
was imposed, not as a revenue mensa- 
ure, but avowedly for the protection 
of British Columbia fruit growers, so 
that the amount of the tax is added to 
the cost of the apples; thus the great 
mass of the people are compelled to 
pay tribute to a small class of apple 
growers, or conversely a special in- 
terest is enabled to tax the public, 
The evils resulting from _ protective 
tariffs and tariffs on the necessities of 
life can hardly be exaggerated, nor 
the ease with which the country be- 
comes committed to that policy over- 
stated, Tho danger of the doctrine is 
concealed in the fact that such tariffs 
are usually urged to foster some pri- 
viate industry and payment of the tax 
is spread over a multitude and bears 
lightly on the individual. Encourage- 
ment of the system lvads to the active 
and pernicious participation of the in- 
terests in . politics, the donating of 
large contributions to campaign funds 
and the collection of these sums from 
the public in exhorbitant prices made 
possible by protection, The final out- 
come is that the interests become a 
dominating and controlling factor in 
the government of the country until 
we have a government Aletnted by tie 
business and special privilege or as it

Tho dia- 
covery of oil in paying quantities will 
mean a great deal, not only to the 
whole of the .orth country, but also to 
Edmonton, and witi gasten the de- 
velopment of the whole of that vast 
territory as nothing else could do, 1t 
is an open secret that a great deal of 
British capital would have teen tin- 
vested in the north country during the 
past year or two, but for the war, If 
the oil well near Peace River turns 
out to be a genuine strike, as is hoped 
and fully expected, greater encour- 
erement will be given to ocher tives:
